Hazing  History  "D  Y  action  of  the  present  Sopho- 
Repeats  Itself  more  Class,  hazing  at  Lehigh 

has  been  abolished.  Gone  are  the 
"rushes"  after  first  chapel,  the  "tea-parties"  at  the 
dorms,  the  leap-frog  parades  on  Fourth  Street,  the 
rolled-up  trousers  and  a  few  other  relics  of  the  brave 
old  days  when  f rosh  were  ' '  scum ' '  and  sophs  were  holy 
terrors.    Another  "tradition"  has  bitten  the  dust! 

To  some  "constant  readers"  with  good  memories 
this  announcement  will  have  a  familiar  ring.  "Didn't 
I  read  that  same  news  ten  or  twelve  years  ago?"  they 
will  ask.  Yes,  faithful  readers,  you  did,  in  November, 
1916,  to  be  exact,  and  it  Avas  news  then,  as  it  is  now. 
Hazing,  as  the  undergraduates  of  1916  knew  it,  has 
been  a  lost  art  for  more  than  a  decade.  The  poster 
fights,  the  sieges  of  Packer  Hall  Tower^  the  all-night 
tie-ups  and  the  banner  rush  were  relegated  to  Lehigh 
folklore  'way  back  ' '  before  the  War, ' '  and  are  now  but 
legends  of  the  age  of  giants.  There  survived  only  the 
comparatively  mild  amusements  which,  by  the  stand- 
ards of  1916,  were  too  insipid  to  be  classed  as  hazing. 
And  now,  they  too  are  gone.  All  that  is  left  is  the 
Freshman  cap,  the  black  tie,  the  Founder's  Day  sports 
and  the  Freshman  regulations  with  a  standard  schedule 
of  penalties  providing  for  their  equitable  enforcement. 
In  short,  the  remnants  of  hazing  at  Lehigh  are  barely 
enough  to  warrant  the  inevitable  announcement,  an- 
other decade  hence  perhaps,  that  once  again,  "hazing 
has  been  abolished." 

Undoubtedly,  faculties  and  administrators  have  of- 
ten been  tempted  to  forbid  hazing.  They  alone  know 
the  grief  that  follows  in  its  wake — physical  injuries, 
shocked  sensibilities,  damaged  property  and  outraged 


parents.  But  they  have  wisely  withheld  their  disci- 
plinary veto.  What  then  is  responsible  for  the  passing 
of  the  paddle?  Let  us  turn  to  the  announcement  by 
John  E.  Angle,  Sophomore  President,  for  the  answer: 

It  must  be  understood  that  no  pressure  was 
brought  to  bear  on  us,  and  that  the  decision  was 
absolutely  independent  *  *  *  almost  every  broad- 
minded  and  wide-awake  college  in  the  East  has 
abandoned  such  practices.  No  apparent  harm  has 
resulted.  Yale,  Princeton  and  others  still  graduate 
just  as  good  men  as  they  did  in  the  past.  Lehigh 
will  not  be  an  exception.  *  *  *  As  a  tradition,  hazing 
is  passe. 

But  the  milk  in  the  cocoanut  is  another  paragraph  in 

the  same  statement,  milk  that  must  taste  very  sweet  to 

educators  who  have  vainly  tried  to  reconcile  rolled-up 

trousers  with  higher  learning : 

College  freshmen  are  older  and  more  experienced 
than  they  used  to  be.  *  *  *  No  amount  of  hazing 
will  correct  any  freshness  or  conceit  they  might 
possess.  Furthermore,  a  few  months  of  college  will 
convince  any  serious-minded  boy  that  what  he 
knows  is  as  nothing,  compared  with  what  there  is 
to  learn. 

In  other  words,  with  a  bluntness  that  Mr.  Angle 
politely  avoided,  the  rising  generation  has  more  com- 
mon sense  than  its  predecessor  displayed ;  the  so-called 
' '  revolt  of  youth ' '  is  merety  the  outcropping  of  a  more 
rational  perspective,  and,  slowly  but  surely,  education 
really  educates — at  least  at  Lehigh. 

Other  Games  (^UR  own  Ray  Walters,  '07,  first 
for  Golfers  ^"^  editor  of  this  very  sheet  and  now 

Dean  of  Swarthmore,  sets  forth  a 
rather  interesting  slant  on  education  in  general,  but 
adult  education  in  particular  in  a  recent  issue  of  The 
North  American  Review  under  the  intriguing  caption 
of  "Other  Games  for  Golfers."  Dean  Walters  cites 
five  intellectual  parallels  for  golf  which  embody  "the 
three  compelling  explanations  of  why  golfers  leave 
home :  First,  the  lure  of  playing  oneself,  instead  of 
merely  watching  others  play ;  second,  the  difSculties  of 
the  game,  entailing  an  assiduous  and  interminable  woo- 
ing; third,  the  combination  of  the  unexpected  and  the 
familiar  in  every  shot.  The  substitutes  he  recommends 
are  sj^stematic  reading,  amateur  authorship,  music,  the 
fine  arts  and  "certain  of  the  enterprises  which  are  cata- 
logued as  adult  education — corporation  courses,  corres- 
pondence courses,  evening  schools,  etc." 
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It  should  be  pointed  out  that  Dean  Walters  has  no 
quarrel  with  golf  but  merely  suggests  a  use  for  the 
spare  time  when  links  are  dark,  icy  or  soggy.  He  ad- 
mits that  while  "cold,  mud,  rain  may  deter  the  dilet- 
tante, snow  and  Stygian  darkness  are  the  only  inhibi- 
tors of  the  true  golfer. ' '  Yet  it  is  equally  clear  that  his 
suggestions  are  not  spun  out  of  thin  air  when  we  ob- 
serve the  efforts  made  by  a  number  of  our  leading  uni- 
versities to  provide  continuing  intellectual  guidance  to 
alumni  by  reading  courses,  reading  lists,  loan  libraries 
and  personal  advisoi-y  counsel.  And  now  the  Ameri- 
can Alumni  Council,  composed  of  alumni  secretaries  of 
two  hundred  colleges  and  universities,  is  joining  with 
the  American  Association  for  Adult  Education  in  a 
plan  for  continuing  education  after  graduation. 

Obviously,  a  proper  college  training  should  create  an 
intellectual  craving  that  persists  through  life.  Dean 
Walters'  plan  of  making  a  game  of  it  intensifies  that 
craving.  It's  all  very  interesting,  this  idea  of  shooting 
intellectual  birdies  and  it  reminds  us  of  a  remark  by 
our  friend,  Don  Skeene,  who  "covered"  the  Lafayette 
game  for  the  New  York  Herald-Tribune, ' '  Gentlemen, ' ' 
he  said,  after  the  game,  "I  played  the  last  two  para- 
graphs of  that  game  with  a  broken  shoulder ! ' ' 

Intramural     p>E CAUSE  the  University  encourages 
Sports  them    and   the   student   body   thor- 

oughly enjoys  them,  intramural  sports 
at  Lehigh  have  grown  quietly,  without  benefit  of  bally- 
hoo, to  the  point  where  "athletics  for  all"  is  more 
nearly  an  accomplished  ideal  than  a  catch-phrase.  The 
freshman  who  wins  a  swimming  race  from  the  sopho- 
mores may  not  get  as  much  glory  as  the  senior  who 
scores  a  touchdown  against  a  rival  college,  but  he  gets 
just  as  much  exercise  and  about  the  same  kind  of  a 
thrill.  Moreover,  there  have  been  a  number  of  boys 
on  varsity  teams  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  who 
never  participated  in  the  sport  until  they  became  in- 
terested in  a  class  or  fraternity  team. 

Even  if  space  were  available,  it  would  be  foolish  to 
publish  detailed  results  of  the  varied  intramural  en- 
counters. No  one  is  interested,  least  of  all  the  partici- 
pants. They  play  because  they  want  to  play  and  be- 
cause they  love  the  games.  Par  be  it  from  us  to  have 
it  otherwise.  However,  Ave  believe  that  the  extent  to 
which  intramural  sports  activity  has  been  organized 
and  extended  by  Professors  "Bosey"  Reiter  and  Fay 
Bartlett  will  surprise  many  alumni.

Great  Power  Development  a  Monument  to  Murray,  '95 


OWN  in  South  Cai-olina,  a  few  miles  from 
Columbia,  men  are  making  a  lake — a  beauti- 
ful body  of  water,  41  miles  long,  14  miles 
wide  and  with  a  shore  line  of  520  miles — and 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  it 
will  be  known  as  Lake  Murray,  in  honor  of  the  man 
who  conceived  it,  William  Spencer  Murray,  '95.  To 
make  Lake  Murray,  the  waters  of  the  Saluda  River 
have  been  bottled  up  by  a  mammoth  earth  dam,  beyond 
which  is  a  great  hydro-electric  station,  origin  of  a  net- 
work of  high  tension  lines  to  serve  the  rapidly  growing 
industries  of  the  South.  The  development  is  a  monu- 
mental link  in  the  chain  of  power  stations  first  visual- 
ized by  this  Lehigh  engineer  who  has  been  called  the 
"Father  of  Super -P ower. " 

The  $20,000,000  Saluda  River  hydro-electric  project, 
which  is  now  being  constructed  by  the  Lexington 
Water  Power  Co.,  owes  its 
existence  to  Murray.  On  a 
IT.  S.  G.  S.  topographical 
map,  he  discovered  the  possi- 
bility of  this  development  and 
confirmed  it  by  a  personal 
visit  and  survey  of  the  terri- 
tory. To  control  the  situation, 
it  became  necessary  for  Mur- 
ray to  invest  a  large  part  of 
hLs  own  savings  in  a  charter, 
and  to  secure  some  of  the 
lands  necessary  to  the  devel- 
opment. It  was  a  challenge 
to  his  engineering  and  eco- 
nomic knowledge  which  he 
lost  no  time  in  accepting. 


"Y^ILLIAM  S.  MURRAY 
was  graduated  from  Le- 
liigh  with  the  degree  of  Elec- 
trical Engineer  in  1895.  He 
entered  the  employ  of  the 
Westinghouse  Electric  & 
Manufacturing  Companj'  at 
East  Pittsburgh  as  an  ap- 
prentice, receiving  12  cents 
an  hour  and  the  privilege  of 
carrying  his  dinner  pail. 

With  an  ultimate  objective 
of  entering  the  consulting  en- 
gineering field,  during  the 
following    seven    years    Mr.

Murray  contacted  with  the  manufacturing,  testing  and 
engineering  departments  of  that  company,  and  in  1898 
he  was  sent  to  Boston  as  its  district  engineer  in  charge 
of  the  New  England  territory,  with  headquarters  at 
Boston.  In  1902  he  resigned  from  the  Westinghouse 
Company,  opening  offices  in  Boston  as  a  consulting 
engineer  and  practised  there  until  1905,  when  the  New 
Haven  Railroad  called  him  as  electrical  engineer  with 
headquarters  at  New  Haven,  to  electrify  their  main 
lines  out  of  New  York  City.  This  was  the  heaviest  un- 
dertaking of  its  kind  in  the  world,  involving  passenger, 
freight  and  switching  movements,  costing  approxi- 
mately 25  million  dollars,  and  occupying  twelve  years, 
during  eight  of  which  he  was  associated  with  his  imme- 
diate superior  officer,  E.  H.  McHenry,  then  vice-presi- 
dent of  engineering  of  the  New  Haven  Railroad.  For 
the  last  four  j'ears  of  that  period,  Mr.  McHenry  and 
Mr.  Murray,  each  having  re- 
-  1  signed  from  the  Railroad 
!  Company,  operated  under  the 
'  firm  name  of  McHenry  & 
^Murray,  Mr.  Murray  accept- 
ing a  new  retainer  with  the 
;-4  I  New  Haven  Railroad  as  con- 
sulting engineer,  reporting  to 
the  pre.sident,  but  with  privi- 
leges to  practise  general  elec- 
trification with  Mr.  McHenry. 


JN  1917  Murray  began  to 
lay  the  foundation  for  his 
later  investigations  pertain- 
ing to  the  economic  possibili- 
ties of  regional  interconnec- 
tion of  electric  utility  com- 
panies on  the  north  Atlantic 
seaboard.  This,  in  1920.  cul- 
minated in  his  appointment 
liy  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior as  Chairman  of  the 
Superpower  Survey,  the  re- 
port on  which  was  submitted 
to  the  government  that  same 
year.  It  delineated  the  pro- 
per coordination,  by  inter- 
connection of  existing  and 
new  electric  power  and  load 
I  I'uters  of  the  territory  be- 
tween Boston  and  Washing- 
ton and  involved  a  stvidy  of 
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Saluda  Bam  deiiig  constructed  ty  hydraulic  fill  system.  The  two  walls  were  iiiil't 
first  and  the  space  bettveen  them  filled  with  an  impervious  earth  core.  View  shores 
segregation  pool,  betioeen  the  two  dikes,  with  train  dumping  earth  from  upstream 
dike.

against  the  banks  of  these 
earth  fills,  thus  washing  down 
fine  material  into  the  pool, 
where  it  is  deposited  to  form 
a  core  of  densely  compacted 
material,  of  which  65  per 
cent,  will  pass  a  100-mesh 
screen. 

As  the  pool  is  filled  up,  the 
outer  earth  fills  will  be  raised 
by  dumping  additional  loose 
earth.  When  within  about  30 
feet  of  the  top,  these  sluicing 
operations  will  cease.  The 
next  10  feet  will  be  built  by 
dumping  selected  materials 
into  the  pool.  The  last  20 
feet  will  be  built  by  consoli- 
dating selected  materials  by 
wetting  or  rolling. 


the  electrification  of  some  96,000  diversified  industries, 
and  36,000  miles  of  heavy  traction  within  a  zone  in 
which  there  were  then  operating  over  550  electric 
power  stations.  This  report  has  been  referred  to  as  a 
classic  in  the  engineering  field;  Mr.  Hoover  has  men- 
tioned it  as  one  in  which  "no  hole  has  ever  been 
kicked." 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  Superpower  Report,  Mr. 
Murray  invited  Mr.  Henry  Flood,  Jr.,  into  partnership. 
The  firm  of  Murray  &  Flood  has  enjoyed  an  unusuallj^ 
fine  clientele  from  many  of  the  electric  utility  com- 
panies in  this  country  from  coast  to  coast. 

rpHE  dam  which  holds  back  the  waters  of  Lake  Mur- 
-*-  ray  is  the  largest  high  earth  dam  in  the  world.    It 
is  208  feet  high,  a  mile  and  a  half  long  and  about  a 
quarter  mile  thick  at  the  base. 
An  18-foot  highway  is  to  be  built      ! 
across  the  top  of  the  dam.    On     ^ 
the   lake    side   are   four   intake 
towers,  30  feet  in  diameter  and 
223  feet  high  which  will  draw 
the  water  into  16-foot  steel  pipes 
or  penstocks.  A  fifth  intake  tower 
60  feet  in  diameter  will  admit 
the   lake   waters   to    a   concrete 
arch  diversion  conduit,  48  feet 
in  diameter,  through  which  will 
pass,  eventually,  two  additional 
penstocks. 

The  hydraulic  fill  system  is  be 
ing  used  in  building  the  dam. 
Two  separate  loose  earth  dams 
have  been  built  to  a  height  of  75 
feet,  1000  feet  apart,  across  the 
valley.  The  area  between  the 
two  fills  will  be  pumped  full  of 
water  to  a  depth  of  25  to  30 
feet,  creating  a  segregation  pool, 
which  will  be  maintained  by 
pumping  in  enough  water  to  take 
care  of  evaporation  and  seepage. 
Streams  from  monitors  pump- 
ing 750  gallons  of  water  per 
minute  at  a  velocity  of  125  feet 
per    second    will    be    directed 


PASSING   under   the   dam, 
through  the  penstocks,  the 

water  will  turn  four  water 
wheels,  26  ft.  3  in.  in  diameter,  weighing  20  tons  each. 
These  will  operate  four  32,500  k.w.  generators,  a 
greater  amount  of  24-hour  power  than  is  at  present 
possible  at  Muscle  Shoals.  Surge  tanks,  206  feet  high 
and  40  feet  in  diameter  will  be  erected  in  the  rear  of 
the  station.  The  transformers  will  be  oval  in  shape,  23 
feet  high,  18  feet  wide  and  14  feet  thick.  A  substa- 
tion is  being  built  nearby,  where  the  current  from  the 
big  generators  will  be  stepped  up  for  transmission. 
The  complete  development  will  be  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  dependable  sources  of  hydro-electric  power 
in  the  world.

Lehigh  Winds  Up  Its  Football  Season 
With  a  Victory  Over  Lafayette

N  THE  November  issue  I  said 
that  Lehigh  had  about  a  10  to 
9  chance  to  beat  Lafayette.  I 
was  wrong.  It  proved  to  be 
but  a  13  to  12  chance.  I  offer  you  my 
apologies  and  the  team  my  congratula- 
tions. 

This  long-awaited  victory  made  our 
season  a  success  and,  incidentally,  the 
record  for  the  whole  season  shows  a 
healthy  improvement.  Last  year,  which 
was  Austy  Tate's  first  season,  the  team 
won  3  games  which  certainly  is  a  lot 
better  than  winning  one  and  tying  one, 
v/hich  was  the  best  the  1927  team  could 
do.  This  year,  out  of  nine  games  played, 
only  3  were  lost — Penn,  Princeton  and 
Rutgers.  In  only  one  of  these,  namely 
the  Princeton  game,  was  our  team  de- 
cisively outplayed.  So  the  prediction 
made  in  the  October  Bulletin  that  Tate 
would  produce  "a  good  average  team  in 
1929"  is  borne  out.

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  our  team 
had  a  slump  after  the  Penn  game.  Even 
in  their  victory  over  Muhlenberg  they 


did  not  look  good.  They  probably 
reached  their  nadir  in  the  first  half 
against  Princeton.  The  second  half  was 
better  and  in  the  Rutgers  game  there 
was  a  real  improvement  even  though 
they  lost  the  game.  Rutgers  found  her- 
self in  our  game  and  "went  great  guns." 
An  analysis  of  the  game  showed  the 
same  number  of  first  downs — twelve — 
and  that  we  lost  through  the  failure  to 
hold  on  to  two  perfectly  executed  for- 
ward passes  which  would  have  meant 
touchdowns. 

Injuries  during  the  season  were  not 
frequent  but  the  inability  of  Ware  to 
play  in  the  Rutgers  game  and  Bob  Ben- 
nett's injury  which  kept  him  out  of  the 
Lafayette  game  undoubtedly  weakened 
our  attack.  However,  taking  the  season 
as  a  whole,  we  cannot  but  feel  we  were 
reasonably   fortunate   in   the   matter   of 


injuries.  To  the  boys  who  sustained 
painful  ones — such  as  McLernon,  Ben- 
nett, Badgley  and  others — we  alumni 
extend  very  real  sympathy. 

Austy  pointed  for  the  Lafayette  game 
and  was  rewarded  by  victory.  The  team 
pointed  for  it,  too,  and  a  harder  fighting 
Lehigh  team  cannot  be  found  in  our 
local  football  annals.  Our  hats  are 
off  to  the  1929  team  and  its  gallant 
leader,  "Tubby"  Miller.  They  have  not 
only  won  from  Lafayette,  breaking  the 
long  string  of  defeats,  but  they  have 
set  a  fashion  which  the  teams  of  the 
years  to  come  will  emulate.  When  the 
slogan  of  "Beat  Lafayette"  is  uttered 
next  year  it  will  not  be  a  half-hearted 
hope  that  inspires  the  utterance  but  a 
full-bodied  confidence  in  sure  achieve- 
ment.

For  the  first  two  periods  Lehigh  ran 
wild  and  roiled  up  21  points.  A  pass, 
Ware  to  Issel,  produced  the  first  score. 
The  pass  was  good  for  20  yards  and 
Issel  added  the  necessary  25  yards  on  a 
run  which  carried  the  ball  over  the 
goal-line.  Early  in  the  second  quarter 
a  50-yard  march  ended  in  Nora  going 
over  from  the  28-yard  line.  Muhlenberg 
kicked  off  and  again  Lehigh  brought 
the  ball  down  the  field.  On  the  20-yard 
line  Bob  Bennett  broke  through  the 
Muhlenberg  forwards  and  although  twice 
knocked  down  by  the  fierce  tackling  of 
the  secondaries  carried  the  ball  over 
the  goal  line. 

In  the  second  half,  Muhlenberg  put 
on  a  great  offensive  and  completely 
outplayed  Lehigh  during  the  third  quar- 
ter. A  march  of  72  yards  ended  in  a 
forward  pass  on  the  15-yard  line,  from 
Carney  to  Majerick  who  stepped  across 
the  goal  line  for  a  touchdown.  Early  in 
the  fourth  quarter  Bennett  intercepted 
a  pass  on  Lehigh's  2S  yard  line  and  our 
team  duplicated  Muhlenberg's  drive, 
Davidowitz  carrying  the  ball  across  from 
the  3-yard  line  for  the  final  touchdown 
of  the  game.

We  got  a  rude  surprise  in  this  game, 
played  before  20,000  spectators,  at  least 
half  of  whom  were  on  the  Lehigh  side. 
Princeton,  after  floundering  around  dur- 
ing the  first  half  dozen  weeks  of  the 
season,  found  themselves  against  Le- 
high and  put  up  a  beautiful  driving 
game  with  which  we  were  utterly  un- 
able to  cope  during  the  first  half.  Witt- 
mer  was  getting  splendid  interference 
and  his  line  plunging  and  off-tackle 
slants  had  the  power  of  a  locomotive. 
Three  times  he  crossed  our  line  for 
touchdowns  and  it  began  to  look  like  a 
complete  rout.  However,  from  the  mo- 
ment he  left  the  game  the  teams  battled 
on  almost  even  terms.  A  wonderful 
goal-line  stand  by  Lehigh  spoiled  the 
only  good  scoring  chance  Princeton  had 
in  the  second  half.  The  final  whistle 
robbed  Lehigh  of  her  opportunity  to 
score  after  four  beautiful  forward  passes 
had  carried  the  ball  from  deep  in  Le- 
high's territory  to  a  first  down  on 
Princeton's  4-yard  line.  Harris  was  on 
the  throwing  end  of  all  four  passes 
while  Issel  snared  three  of  them,  the 
fourth  going  to  Hall. 

Without  detracting  anything  from 
Princeton's  fine  playing  it  must  be  ad- 
mitted that  the  Lehigh  team  showed 
little  life.  It  was  quite  evident  we  were 
in  the  midst  of  a  mid-season  slump.

We  certainly  saved  up  all  our  good 
luck  and  much  of  our  good  play  for  the 
Lafayette  game.  Against  Rutgers  the 
team,  while  better  than  in  the  Princeton 
game,  was  far  from  the  standard  set 
against  Penn.  Two  perfectly  thrown 
forward  passes  were  dropped  by  Lehigh 
plaj'ers.  In  each  case  the  man  was  ap- 
parently free  for  a  touchdown.  These 
breaks  coming  early  in  the  game  were 
fatal.  With  either  of  these  passes  com- 
pleted for  a  touchdown,  the  score  would 
have  been  tied  and  it  would  have  been 
anybody's  game.  As  it  was  Lehigh  was 
in  a  hole  and  constantly  forced  to  gam- 
ble. This  gambling  finally  resulted  in 
the  fourth  quarter  in  an  intercepted 
pass  deep  in  our  territory  which  gave 
Rutgers  a  second  touchdown.

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Each  side  had  12  first 
downs  but  Rutgers  showed 
supremacy  in  the  rushing 
game.  Early  in  the  first  pe- 
riod a  partially  blocked  punt 
gave  them  the  ball  on  Le- 
high's 20-yard  line  and 
Grossman,  on  a  beautifully 
executed  lateral  pass,  car- 
ried it  across  for  a  score.  In 
the  third  period  Lehigh  re- 
covered a  fumble  on  Rut- 
gers' 25-yard  line  and  Ben- 
nett was  injected  into  the 
game.  His  superb  plunging 
carried  the  ball  to  Rutgers' 
7-yard  line  where,  with  a 
first  down,  Lehigh's  chance 
to  tie  the  score  looked  good.

If  you  missed  this  one,  boy,  you  sure 
missed  something.  Once  in  a  blue  moon 
you  see  a  real  thriller  and  this  was  cer- 
tainly one.  There  was  action  every 
minute  and  plenty  of  chance  for  both 
sides  to  cheer. 

After  the  game  Bill  Crowell,  the 
referee,  remarked,  "If  this  is  the  kind 
of  games  you  have  up  here,  Okey,  I 
hope  you  send  me  back  every  year.  I 
never  saw  a  finer  game,  a  harder  game, 
a  cleaner  game  or  one  in  which  there 
was  better  sportsmanship."  This  is  high 
praise  from  one  of  the  best  and  most 
experienced  officials  in  the  country.  That 
sportsmanship  was  exemplified  by  the 
tumultuous  tribute  given  by  the  Lehigh 
stands  to  Socolow  when  that  brilliant 
Lafayette  back  was  hurt.    It  was  shown

again  when  before  the  echo  of  the  ref- 
eree's final  whistle  died  away  Captain 
Sherwood  of  Lafayette  ran  over  to  Cap- 
tain Miller  to  congratulate  him  on  Le- 
high's victory.  That  was  no  easy  ges- 
ture, for  never  had  a  team  played  in 
harder  luck  all  season  than  had  Lafa- 
yette this  year.  The  Lehigh  game  was 
their  last  chance  and  they  had  victory 
in  their  grasp  more  than  once,  only  to 
see  it  escape. 

Lehigh  started  off  as  though  they  in- 
tended to  duplicate  Lafayette's  score  of 
last  year.  Kicking  off  to  Lafayette  they 
took  the  ball  in  the  enemy's  territory 
when  Lafayette  tried  a  plunge  on  a 
fourth  down  with  a  yard  to  go  and 
failed  to  make  their  distance.  After  one 
first  down  Lehigh  was  stopped  and 
"Davvy"  tried  for  goal  from  the  field 
which  missed  by  a  narrow  margin.  A 
moment  later  Davidowitz  fumbled  a 
punt  and  Lafayette  recovered  near  mid- 
field.  Lehigh  held  and  Woodfin  punted 
(to  quote  a  Philadelphia  paper)  "70 
yards — 30  yards  up,  30  yards  down  and 
10  yards  ahead."  Lehigh  took  advan- 
tage of  this  break.  A  beautiful  pass 
from  Pinkney  to  Davidowitz  put  the 
ball  on  the  18-yard  line.  Two  plunges 
and  it  was  a  first  down  on  the  8-yard 
line.  Then  with  an  irresistible  drive 
"Davvy"  tore  across  for  a  touchdown. 
For  a  moment  the  Lehigh  stands  were 
silent,  stunned  as  much  by  this  novel 
happening  as  were  Lafayette's  cohorts. 
Then  they  broke  loose  and  "Davvy" 
kicked  the  goal  to  a  salvo  of  cheers. 

Almost  before  we  could  get  our  breath 
we  had  another  touchdown.  With  the 
ball  in  our  possession  at  mid-field  Dav- 
idowitz heaved  a  pretty  forward  which 
Nora  caught  while  on  the  dead  run  with 
a  clear  field  for  a  touchdown.  Every 
step  he  took  opened  up  the  gap  between 
him  and  his  pursuers  and  he  crossed 
the  line  far  in  advance  of  the  nearest 
enemy  player.  "Davvy"  missed  the 
goal. 

Now  we  were  in  a  peculiar  position. 
Leading  13  to  0  we  had  to  play  safe. 
But  our  strongest  weapon  was  the  for- 
ward pass.  Here  we  faced  40  minutes 
of  football  against  a  powerful  team  de- 


prived of  our  best  method 
of  attack,  and  defense  with- 
out attack  is  mighty  diffi- 
cult. For  those  40  minutes 
our  team  battled  gallantly 
against  the  terrific  smashes 
of  Woodfin  and  Telller  and 
the  lightning-like  slants  and 
cut-backs  of  Socolow.  The 
first  of  these  drives  resulted 
in  a  touchdown  by  Socolow 
shortly  before  the  first  half 
ended.  Again  in  the  fourth 
quarter  Thompson  went 
across  for  a  touchdown.  Each 
time,  however,  magnificent 
charging  by  our  line  broke 
up  the  attempted  goals  by 
Cook,  one  of  the  best  place- 
ment kickers  in  the  East. 
Captain  Miller  blocked  the 
first  attempt  and  Tommy 
Ayre  defiected  the  second. 
On  three  other  occasions  La- 
fayette carried  the  ball  with- 
in our  20-yard  line  but  each 
time  our  team  rose  to  the 
heights  and  threw  them 
back. 

Perhaps  the  most  drama- 
tic part  of  the  game  came 
in  the  last  few  minutes  of 
play.  Ware  made  a  beauti- 
ful kick  which  travelled  60  yards  and 
was  carried  out  of  bounds  on  Lafa- 
yette's 4-yard  line.  It  looked  as  though 
the  Lehigh  stands  could  have  a  mo- 
ment's peace.  But  on  the  first  play 
Woodfin  instead  of  kicking  passed  from 
behind  his  goal  line  for  a  35-yard  gain. 
Ware  stopped  this  new  threat  by  inter- 
cepting another  forward  but  LehCgh 
foolishly  countered  by  trying  a  pass 
themselves.  Thompson  intercepted  and 
was  off  like  a  fiash.  For  a  moment  it 
looked  as  though  he  was  away  but  Le- 
high succeeded  in  forcing  him  out  of 
bounds  on  our  40-yard  line.  A  pass  to 
Thompson  and  again  our  hearts  were 
in  our  throats  but  "Dawy"  just  man- 
aged to  bring  him  down  on  the  13-yard 
line.  Three  thrusts  at  the  line  gained 
but  5  yards  and  then  Cook  dropped 
back  for  a  try  for  a  goal  from  the  field. 
An  unearthly  stillness  settled  over  the 
crowd  and  on  the  Lehigh  side  our 
hearts  almost  stopped  beating.  Back 
came  the  ball  and  with  it  a  cloud  of 
Lehigh  linemen  with  Tommy  Ayre  in 
the  lead.  Cook  made  a  gallant  attempt 
but  the  ball  flew  wide  and  Lafayette's 
last  chance  was  gone.  When  the  game 
ended  Lehigh  had  the  ball  in  the  middle 
of  the  field  and  Ware  had  just  plunged 
through  right  tackle  for  a  first  down  as 
the  referee's  whistle  sounded. 

One  of  the  greatest  fighting  teams  in 
Lehigh's  history  had  won.  Every  man 
who  played  was  outstanding  and  we 
won  not  through  individual  stars  but 
because  we  had  a  team  which  wouldn't 
be  licked. 

That  night  I  got  a  telegram  from  a 
Princeton  man  who  is  an  editor  on  a 
famous  newspaper.    It  read: 

"We  pay  no  toll  tonight:  Oh,  thrill  of 
thrills!  Oh  lovely  score:  'Twas  pretty 
close,  but  why  ask  more?  The  day  has 
dawned:  The  night  has  passed.  The 
Simon-Pure  wins  out  at  last.  Heartiest 
congratulations.  Three  cheers  for  Le- 
high."

Lafayette  game  gathering  of  Lehigh 
alumni  during  the  many  years  he  has 
been  privileged  to  sit  in  on  these  annual 
affairs.

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BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  MINUTES 


T^HE  regular  autumn  meeting  o£  the 
^  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alumni 
Association  of  Lehigh  University  was 
held  in  the  Alumni  Office,  Alumni  Me- 
morial Building,  November  22,  1929. 
i'he  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:00 
p.m.  by  President  A.  R.  Glancy.  The  di- 
rectors present  were  Messrs.  A.  R. 
Glancy,  '03;  R.  S.  Taylor,  '95;  J.  L. 
Beaver,  '04;  Aubrey  Weymouth,  '94;  C. 
W.  Hudson,  '89;  A.  E.  Buchanan,  Jr.,  '18. 
W.  R.  Okeson,  '95,  was  also  present. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting 
were  approved  as  published  in  the  July, 
1929,  issue  of  the  Alumni  Bulletin. 

A  preliminary  report  by  the  com- 
mittee to  consider  changing  the  Alumni 
Day  program,  consisting  of  Messrs.  R. 
P.  Hutchinson,  '04;  A.  C.  Dodson,  '00, 
and  J.  C.  Ganey,  '20,  was  presented  and 
discussed.  It  was  the  sentiment  of  the 
Board  that  a  strong  general  program 
should  be  arranged  by  the  Association 
rather  than  depending  upon  re-union 
classes  to  work  up  their  own  programs. 
The  committee's  suggestion  for  schedul- 
ing a  dance  after  the  annual  alumni  din- 
ner on  the  Friday  before  Alumni  Day 
was  favorably  received. 

Under  the  head  of  old  business  the 
problem  of  automobile  parking  at  foot-- 
ball  games  was  brought  up.  The  Sec- 
retary reported  that  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol of  Athletics  had  taken  steps  this 
year  to  improve  the  situation. 

The  Secretary  reported  briefly  on  pre- 
liminary plans  for  Sub-freshman  Day. 

In  order  to  stimulate  and  guide  class 
reunion  committees,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  prepare  a  manual  covering 
the  arranging  of  class  reunions. 

The  Board  considered  a  suggestion 
from  President  Richards  that  the  date 
of  the  mid-winter  Home-coming  Day  be 
changed  to  coincide  with  the  date  of  the 
dedication  exercises  of  the  new  library, 
in  the  early  spring.  The  final  decision 
was  delegated  to  the  Secretary  since  the 
date  of  dedication  was  not  yet  definite. 

W.  R.  Okeson,  Treasurer  of  the  Uni- 
versity, reported  on  the  Alumni  Fund, 
stating  that  the  contributions  so  far  this 
year  slightly  exceeded  those  for  the 
same  period  last  year.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  most  fertile  field  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Alumni  Fund  lay  in  the 
considerable  number  of  men  who  regu- 
larly pay  alumni  dues,  etc,  but  have  not 
formed  the  habit  of  giving  a  surplus  for 
the  income  of  the  University.  Plans  for 
the  stimulation  of  alumni  giving  weii' 
discussed. 

The  Secretary  presented  an  invitation 
from  the  American  Legion  Building  in 
Paris  to  place  therein  a  tabled  in  honor 
of  the  Lehigh  men  who  served  in  the 
world  war.  The  cost  of  this  tablet 
would  be  $2500.00.  After  some  dis- 
cussion the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
write  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Drake  for 
additional  information  regarding  the 
plans. 

The  proposal  by  the  associates  of  Dr. 
Drinker  in  the  organization  of  Officers 
Training  Camps,  preceding  and  during 


the  war,  to  erect  a  tablet  in  his  honor  at 
Lehigh  were  laid  before  the  directors. 
It  was  moved  by  Taylor  and  seconded 
by  Hutchinson  that  the  Association 
should  agree  to  partially  finance  such  a 
project  and  that  the  tablet  should  be 
erected  in  the  Alumni  Memorial  Building. 

Discussion  of  apathy  in  a  number  of 
Lehigh  Clubs.  It  was  the  unanimous 
sentiment  of  the  Board  that  the  club 
activity  is  one  of  the  vital  functions  of 
the  Alumni  Association.  Meeting  ad- 
journed 5:30  p.m.  It  was  suggested  that 
the  Alumni  Association.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  the  Alumni  Secretary  at- 
tempt to  instigate  and  lend  active  co- 
operation to  at  least  one  high  grade 
meeting  a  year  in  each  club  district.

Bell  Telephone  Head  Enthused  by  Packard  Laboratory 
Where  He  Gave  Remarkable  Lecture 


SERGIUS  P.  GRACE,  assistant  vice- 
president  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Lab- 
oratories, attracted  such  a  crowd  to  his 
remarkable  lecture  at  Lehigh  on  Nov. 
15  that  the  auditorium  of  the  James 
"Ward  Packard  Laboratory  was  taxed 
nearly  100  per  cent  beyond  capacity.  It 
was  an  enthusiastic  house-warming  for 
the  new  building,  which  is  destined  to 
become  the  center  of  scientific  society  ac- 
tivities for  the  Lehigh  Valley.  Mr.  Grace 
demonstrated  a  number  of  the  astonish- 
ing developments  of  his  company's  re- 
search work,  including  the  artificial 
larynx,  the  electric  brain,  scrambled 
speech,  the  slow-motion  telephone,  and 
the  telephone  which  speaks  its  own 
number.  The  meeting  was  held  under 
the  joint  auspices  of  the  several  engi- 
neering societies  of  the  Lehigh  Valley. 
President  Richards  received  the  fol-

At  various  odd  moments  when  we 
were  not  testing  out  the  equipment  I 
made  inspections  of  your  very  won- 
derful new  James  Ward  Packard  Labora- 
tory. In  my  trips  around  the  country  I 
have  seen  no  college  laboratory  excell- 
ing what  you  now  have  at  Lehigh.  It 
should  enable  you  to  do  engineering 
educational  work  of  the  very  highest 
value.

himself  with  the  Otis-Eaton-Mather  steel 
intersts  of  Cleveland,  which  are  said  to 
be  the  largest  holders  of  steel  stocks  in 
the  United  States.  The  Otis-Eaton- 
Mather  group  is  dominant  in  the  Re- 
public Iron  and  Steel  Company  and  other 
steel  enterprises. 

Although  it  is  said  that  Girdler  will 
not  have  an  executive  position  with  any 
steel  company  but  will  be  "actively  en- 
gaged in  the  development  of  plans  af- 
fecting the  iron  and  steel  industry,"  it 
was  indicated  that  his  association  with 
the  Otis-Eaton-Mather  interests  was  a 
development  of  major  importance  that 
foreshadowed  new  steps  in  the  expansion 
of  this  group's  activities. 

It  is  believed  that  Girdler  will  devote 
himself  to  the  merger  plans  which  Cyrus 
S.  Eaton,  of  Cleveland,  and  associates 
have  in  mind.  For  some  time  it  has 
been  understood  in  Wall  Street  that  Mr. 
Eaton  was  working  on  a  consolidation 
of  independent  steel  companies  with  Re- 
public Iron  and  Steel  as  the  nucleus. 
The  Central  Alloy  Steel  Corporation,  the 
Inland  Steel  Company,  the  Youngstown 
Sheet  and  Tube  Company,  the  Otis  Steel 
Company  and  the  Jones  &  Laughlin  Steel 
Corporation  are  mentioned  as  units  in 
the  proposed  consolidation.  Should  the 
proposed  amalgamation  take  in  all  of 
these  companies  there  would  be  set  up  a 
unit  rivaling  in  size  the  Bethlehem  Steel 
Corporation,  which  is  now  the  second 
largest  company  in  the  country,  ranking 
next  to  the  United  States  Steel  Corpora- 
tion. 


Schneider,  '94,  Now  President  of 
University  of  Cincinnati 

Herman  Schneider,  '94,  formerly  Dean 
at  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  was 
made  President  at  the  June  meeting  of 
Trustees.  Dr.  Schneider  became  asso- 
ciated with  the  University  in  1903,  as 
professor  of  civil  engineering  and  has 
been  identified  with  the  institution  as 
it  grew  in  size  from  a  few  hundred  stu- 
dents and  a  small  faculty  to  a  large 
university  that  now  enrolls  11,000  stu- 
dents and  has  a  faculty  of  800  members. 

When  Dr.  F.  C.  Hicks,  then  President 
of  the  university,  started  a  year's  leave 
of  absence,  Feb.  1,  192S,  Dr.  Schneider 
became  acting  president  and  remained 
in  that  capacity  following  Dr.  Hicks' 
retirement  in  February,  1929.  Thus,  Dr. 
Schneider  has  occupied  the  chief  ad- 
ministrative office  at  the  university  for 
a  period  of  16  months.  During  that  time 
he  also  was  director  of  the  school  of 
Applied  Arts  and  of  the  university's  In- 
stitute of  Scientific  Research  and  has 
continued  to  be  active  in  executive  work 
in  connection  with  the  college  of  engi- 
neering and  commerce. 

As  professor  of  civil  engineering.  Dr. 
Schneider  worked  out  the  scheme  of  co-

operative  technical  education  which  has 
been  acclaimed  the  most  forward  educa- 
tional step  of  the  twentieth  century.  It 
was  put  into  effect  at  the  University  of 
Cincinnati  in  1906,  shortly  after  he  had 
been  made  dean  of  the  college  of  engi- 
neering. 

Dr.  Schneider  was  graduated  from 
Lehigh  in  1894  with  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science.  He  received  an  honor- 
ary degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  from 
the  University  of  Pittsburgh  in  1911. 
Immediately  after  his  graduation  from 
Lehigh,  Dr.  Schneider  was  engaged  in 
structural  iron  work  and  in  railroad 
engineering  in  the  West.  In  1899  he 
returned  to  Lehigh  as  a  member  of  the 
faculty  in  the  college  of  engineering. 
During  the  World  War  the  government 
employed  him  as  chief  of  the  industrial 
service  section  of  the  war  department. 
In  1918  he  became  a  member  of  the  ad- 
visory board  of  the  commission  on  edu- 
cation and  special  training  for  the  gen- 
eral staff  of  the  United  States  Army.  He 
is  the  author  of  numerous  works  on  edu- 
cational subjects  as  well  as  several 
pieces  in  the  field  of  fiction.

Dear  Dad:
